Our twelve agencies are 
Boy Scouts, Camp Fire Girls, Girl Scouts, YMCA, Nursery 
School, Toy Loan, Children’s Hospital, Orthopaedic Hos¬ 
pital, Visiting Nurse Family Service, Travelers Aid and 
USO. 

One hundred and seventy-five dedicated volunteers 
are trudging door-to-door asking their neighbors and friends 
to donate to these worthy community needs. They deserve 
every courtesy when they come to your door (many have 
reported that they have been treated rudely and made to 
feel like beggers asking for personal favors). This is a 
Community project, and the courtesy of acceptance should 
be accorded those tiiat are giving their time and efforts in 
accomplishing the goal. 

The cost of operating the Sierra Madre Chest is less 
than five percent (national figures run from nine to eleven 
percent and more. The recent Cancer Drive in San Gabriel 
Valley showed the cost to be 11.6 percent). The local costs 
include fees of $125 paid to the national and state com¬ 
munity chest organizations, which pay advertising costs 
on television, radio and bill board posters, give help and 
advice to local units and open the way for A.I.D. to be 
returned to our community. If so designated by our resi¬ 
dents. 

Expenses are mostly for printing and postage. No 
salaries or allowances are paid to any one; all work is 
done by volunteers. Board members offer the use of their 
homes for committee meetings and storage of materials. 
This would be possible only in a smaller, friendly com¬ 
munity like Sierra Madre. 

The Community Chest has undertaken: 

To help maintain Youth programs for our children: 
Girl Scouts, Boy Scouts, Camp Fire Girls, Y.M.C.A. and 
Toy Loan. 

To help with Nursery School fees for children whose 
parents cannot pay the entire amount. 

To underwrite health service for Sierra Madre resi¬ 
dents at Children’s and Orthopaedic Hospitals and from the 
Visiting Nurse. 

To assist with Family Services counseling fees. 

To make small donations to Travelers Aid and to U.S.O. 
for the benefit of our 133 men now in the armed forces.

If this columnist were to ■ 
wager a brand new padded 
cell against an old beat up 
straight jacket that 95 per¬ 
cent of Americans cannot 
identify the Alaska Mental 
Health Act, he undoubtedly 
would be the proud owner 
of one beat up old* straight 
jacket: this could then be 
used to restrain one "super- 
patriot" who might dare 
speak out against the ultra- 
liberals in Washington and 
Sacramento. 

The Alaska Mental Health 
Act, known as H. R. 6376, 
was passed into law by the 
84th Congress in 1956. ’There 
are less than 350 mental 
patients in Alaska who are 
being cared for at Morning- 
side Hospital in Oregon, yet 
our government, under the 
Alaska Mental Health Act, 
has purchased one million 
acres of land in Alaska. The 
question might be raised — 
Why? 

According to Albert Q. 
Maisel whose article, “The 
Tragedy of Sane People Who 
Get ‘Put Away’,” which ap¬ 
peared recently in The Read¬ 
ers Digest, "Rev. John Doe, a 
Negro educator, violated the 
conventions of his commun¬ 
ity by attempting to enroll 
as a student at the all-white 
University of Mississippi. He 
was haled into court for a 
lunacy hearing and prompt¬ 
ly dispatched to a mental 
hospital.” 

According to an AP re¬ 
lease datelined Oct. 2, "For¬ 
mer Maj. Gen. Edwin Walk¬ 
er .. . was taken to the U.S. 
medical center for federal 
prisoners .... ’The medical 
center is maintained by the 
Federal Bureau of Prisoners 
to treat prisoners with either 
phyiscal or mental ills. 
Federal judges often send 
accused persons to the cen¬ 
ter for psychiatric study to 
determine whether they are 
sane enough to stand trial.” 

Obviously both the Negro 
educator and Maj. Gen. 
Walker were victims of state 
and federal mental health 
laws which allow /normal 
citizens to be held against 
their will as political pri¬ 
soners. 

In 1939 the Federal Draft 
Act removed well defined 
terms as "Insane” and “In- 
.sanity” and substituted 
words that were vague and 
which might be applied to 
anyone at the whim of those 
in authority. Instead of the 
term "Insane” which would 
be difficult to prove in a 
court of law, they used 
terms like “mentally ill,” 
"mentally deficient,” “men¬ 
tally disordered,” "incom¬ 
petent,” etc. 

The Alaska Mental Health 
Act is practically a blue¬ 
print of the old Draft Act 
with a few weapons added 
for political advantage. 

An article appearing in 
the Brooklyn Tablet March 
31, 1956,' stated: ‘The bill 
passed by the States Legis¬ 
latures like H.R. 6376 (Alas¬ 
ka Mental Health Act), 
makes it possible for the ad¬ 
ministration in power to 
have a political nuisance 
transported to the 1,(X)0,000 
acres Alaska Mental Insane 
Asylum.” 

Sec. 102 (b) of H. R. 6376 
states: "The Governor (of 
Alaska) is hereby auth¬ 
orized ... to negotiate and 
enter into contracts with 
any hospital in the contin¬ 
ental United States for the 
care and treatment . . of 
mental patients. In other 
words any or all of the 50 
states may pass Mental 
Health Laws patterned after 
H. R. 6376, enter into a con¬ 
tractual agreement with the 
State of Alaska, and then 
silence political opposition 
with the threat of a one-way 
trip north. 

A typical example of free¬ 
dom of political thinking as 
interpreted as la Liberal, is 
Dr. Richard Hofstadter’s re¬ 
marks concerning Conserva¬ 
tives. The professor com¬ 
mented, “We certainly can¬ 
not commit them all to 
mental hospitals, but we can 
recognize their agitation as 
a kind of vocational ther¬ 
apy, without which they 
might have to be commit¬ 
ted.” As George Todt pointed 
out in his column, “The 
people who claim to fight 
‘extremists’ ought to take a 
rest from Robert Welch and 


take a closer look at Dr. Hof. 
stadter.” 

Let us consider the men¬ 
tal health legislation in 
California. An Act to amend 
certain sections of the Wel- 
ware and Institutions Code, 
relating to mentally i r - 
responsible persons has 
been assigned to Interim 
Study for two years. This 
act, if passed, would create 
a new bureau under the 
State Dept, of Mental Hy¬ 
giene which Is composed of 
members who are all politi¬ 
cal appointees. 

Section 5501 provides that 
"Any person may file in 
superior court a verified 
petition, alleging that there 
is in the county a person 
who is mentally ill ... . 
When a petition is filed by 
any such person, neither the 
person making or filing the 
petition, nor his superiors . . 

. . shall be rendered liable 
thereby either civilly or 
criminally — if there was 
probable cause for the mak¬ 
ing and filing of said peti¬ 
tion.” In other words anyone 
may file a petition that you 
are mentally ill; you can be 
forcibly taken to a mental 
institution, held for 72 hours 
during which time treat¬ 
ment deemed necessary may 
be performed such as shock, 
etc. If you are judged men¬ 
tally competent, you have 
no legal recourse against 
the individual who initiated 
the petition if he can con¬ 
coct any probable cause for 
the making and filing of 
said petition. Who will de¬ 
termine the fine line as to 
whether there is probable 
cause? 

Recent hearings before the 
Senate Subcommittee o n 
Constitutional Rights have 
revealed that every year 
thousands of sane men and 
women are being wrong¬ 
fully "put away” by divorce- 
seeking wives, vindictive 
husbands, estate grabbing 
relatives, busybody neigh¬ 
bors, or callous public offi¬ 
cials. And obviously 
whether we agree with Rev. 
John Doe, the Negro educa¬ 
tor, or Edwin Walker, the 
retired U. S. General, we 
must realize that the Men¬ 
tal Health laws are being 
used for purposes other than 
true Mental Health.
